Roles of “Caesar and Cleo- 
patra.”

NEW YORK, April 18. 
F OR many years I have beon 


shouting that “Caesar and 
Cleopatra’ should be done in New 
York again. Monday night it wae 
produced as the first offering of 
the new Guild Theater. Calvi>s 
Coolidge pressed a button ia 
Washington; upon the stage a bell 
rang and the curtain rose. M> 
Coolidge should have been asked 
to be even more kind, and to keep 
his finger on that button, for there 
were stretches when the bell did 
not ring. Or at any rate it meray 
tinkled. 

There is In my mind the suspi- 
cion that “Caesar and Cleopatra” 
is not quite up to my lofty memo- 
ries, It isn't that time has rav- 
aged it so much as that Shaw has 
gone far beyond this fine play in 
later efforts. The man who wrote 
“Saint Joan’ can now condescend 
a little to the author of ‘Caesar 
and Cleopatra.” 

Imaginative Staging. 

FTEN the play flashed with 
Q wit, and it igs again and again 

an exalted super-melodrama 
in the creation of tingling excti‘e- 
ment Few moments of the thea- 
té@r are as thrifling as the final 
scene of the firs? act, when Caesar's 
legions greet their General and 
Cleopatra coweérs at the discovery 
of her proteator. 

This, too, was the most imagini- 
tive piece of staging brought to 
the play. The sight of the Egyn- 
tilans fleeing before the trumpet 
calls of the invader ts an achieve- 
ment of which the Guild may well 
be proud. But the organization 
ought _to be a little perturbed con- 
cerning much which happened. It 
is a good production, but a far dis- 
tance short of ideal. 

Whether or not “Caesar and 
Cleopatra’ is a great play, I have 
no doubt In my mind that it con- 
tains two of the finest roles ever 
fattened up for actor and actress. 
Lionel Atwill is a pretty good (1e- 
sar. Helen Hayes is a competent 
Cleopatra. And that leaves a great 
deal of territory lying about looss 
and uninhabited. 

Mars Speech to Sphinx. 
F ROM my point of view “I 


should have preferred a Cae- 

sar slightly more humorous 
and a Cleopatra less so. Mr. At- 
will gained in proficiency as the 
play proce@ded and played some 
scenes very well indeed, but he 
botched most fearfully the speech 
to the Sphinx. 

As a matter of fact, I don't think 
this is a speech at all. It does not 
fall into the tradition of a Shaks- 
perian soliloquy. Rather, the man 
from Rome is thinking out loud. 
He poetizes a bit, but that is not a 
mood which sits altogether easily 
upon his temperament, and so 
Shaw's Caesar jokes with himself a 
little as he goes along. Indeed, his 
attitude toward the Sphinx is very 
like that which might be expected 
from Mr. Shaw if he chanced to 
wander under the moon and stum- 
ble over a stray Queen of Egypt. 
Atwill made this all a declamation. 
This must be wrong. 

Helen Haves is probably the moet 
carefully trained and expert of all 
the vounger actresses in America, 
ut I wish she would forget some 
of her tricks. Her Cleopatra is at 
least a half-sister of the little girl 
‘larence.”’ who would not wash 
her face Somebody in authority 
ought to tell Miss Hayes every 
night. “Dont -be as cute as you 
can.

Between one attack and the next the Knorx- 
ville police would receive letters, unsigned, but 
appearing to have been written by the ma- 
rauder. They were correctly spelled and wori- 
ed gramatntically, although the wording 
showed a disordered mind. 

Investigators saw significance in the shifting 
of the marauder’s activities from Knoxville to 
the Alcoa district. They guessed that he had 
become frightened by Knoxville police in- 
quiries and had withdrawn to work on more 
familiar ground. The fact that he always

| Process of Elimination 


From this point it got down to a process of 
elimination. Alcao is a small community, with 
its share of gossip. Hints let drop by acquain- 
tances suggested Sheffey. It was learned 
from inquiry at his home that he habitually 
kept late hours; sometimes being away all 
night. Postmarks on the letters showed most 
of them had been mailed at Alcoa. Descrip- 
tions of the marauder as to height and weight 
and general build tallied with Sheffey'’s meas- 
urements. Photographs of the suspect were 
obtained, and an investigator spent three 
months interviewing victims or their relatives. 

Four women said: “‘That’s the man.’ Others 
were not so sure, but four positive identift- 
cations satisfied the police. An order was sent 
out to keep him under continual surveillance. 
The authorities hoped that he would attempt 
another visit to an Alcoa home and would be 
captured in the act. But Sheffey, if indeed 
he is the guilty one, seemed to divine that 
he was being watched. He became very rest- 
less, seldom remaining in Alcoa at night and 
leading the watchers off on countless blind 
trails. For a while it was a waiting game, 
while detectives reassured themselves that 
it could be no mistake. They felt as many 
here do now that Sheffey was a most unlikely 
suspect. Yet all the evidence pointed to him. 

Finally, as a test, an order was sent for his 
arrest on a certain day. Two days before the 
time set, Sheffey left Alcoa and went to Knox- 
ville. A police cordon was thrown around the 
city and for 48 holtirs there was a feverish 
scarch. 

He was discovered at a bus terminal on 
April 12. Detectives believe that he meant to 
make a dash for freedom. But he submitted 
quietly to arrest, saying only, “Gentlemen, 
there must be some mistake.” :

M ANY romantic incidents came to color the 

life of a boy who was born of Holland 
Jewish parentage in the tenement district of 
London, 75 years ago. Brought to this country 
in childhood by his parents, he worked hard, 
both at his trade of cigarmaker and for his 
ideals. 

As he grew older he figured in violent con- 
troversies. Viewed with suspicion and distrust 
by some people, he had large numbers of devot- 
ed adherents. Presidents of the United States 
treated him with respect, some of them even 
with affection. | 

He was sentenced to serve a year in jail, 
but higher courts finaHy dismissed the case. 
He went abroad and was the guest of the 
great, Kings and Queens, high Government of- 
ficials and army commanders. ) 

He contributed so much to victory in the 
World War that when he died, on Dec. 13 of 
last year, and his body was being sent home 
from San Antonio, Tex., it went to the station 
on a caisson and with military escort, ‘‘ Because 
he. was the army’s friend in a time of deep 
need.’” And at Washington the Secretary of 
War provided another escort of honor. His 
death caused sorrow on the other side of the 
oceans. 

This man was Samuel Gompers.

Gompers at the age of 11 was an ap- 
prentice to the cigar-making trade. The 
Civil War, with abolition of human slav- 
ery for one of its issues, was convulsing 
America. English wage-earners followed 
the progress of the struggle closely, says 
Gompers in his book, “‘Seventy Years of Life and 
Labor—An Autobiogra- 
phy,’ recently published 
by E. P. Dutton & Co. 

These workers, in con- 
trast to th® British Gov- 
ernment’s attitude,  fa- 
vored the cause of the 
Union. The two most 
popular songs among 
wage-earners in his -boy- 
hood days in London 
were “The Slave Ship” 
and “‘To the ‘West, To the 
West, To the Land of the 
Free.”’ 

“I learned both and 
Sang them with a fervor 
in which all my feeling 
qQuivered and throbbed,”’ 
writes Gompers. At home, or in the shop where he 
worked, or at social gatherings, little Gompers 
would throw back his head and sing them lustily. 
Often friends asked him to render these songs after 
he was grown. One of them ran: 


To the west, to the west, to the land of the

Where mighty Missouri rolls down to the 
sea; 

Where a man is a man if he’s willing to 
toil,

€ j0MPERS saw his first Fourth of July celebra- 

tion in mid-ocean. The family had decided to 
emigrate to America and departed from London 
aboard an old-fashioned sailing vessel on June 10, 
1863. So humble were’ their circumstances that 
they carried their food with them, and did their 
Own cooking in the ship’s galley. The vessel was 
an “old tub,” the Sleeping quarters cramped and 
uncomfortable. When July 4 dawned and the cap- 
tain ordered all on deck to participate in the cele- 
bration, the Gompers family gladly obeyed. The 
Program consisted of music, dancing and fireworks. 
At the close of the festivities, all saluted the Amer- 
ican flag. Says Gompers: 

“In the years that followed there grew in me 
a feeling of pride and Ownership in the Red, White 
and Blue, until the time came when I looked up gt 
it under foreign skies. from the ramparts of a great 
World War, and felt it in my heart to say: ‘America 
is more than a name. America is an ideal. America 
is the apotheosis of all that is right.’ ”’ 
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The family landed at Castle Garden, New York, 
on July 29—such an important date in the life of 
Gompers that he records he was then 13 years, 6 
months and 2 days old. 


}} acer for knowledge, the boy soon was attend- 

ing lectures and ¢lasses in the evening at Coop- 
er Union, where he studied a wide variety of sub- 
jects, from elocution to economics and astronomy.

Because Gompers had a strong, clear voice, he 
was a favorite reader. Discussions would follow. 
The shop was almost like a debating society, for 
the men could talk and work at the same time. 
Thus was stimulated Gompers’ interest in public 
questions and matters affecting wage-earners. Al- 
ready he was active in trade union work and help- 
ing to evolve the “militant economic force’’ which 
the American trade union was to become. 


[N 1886 the American Federation of Labor suc- 

ceeded an earlier,.ineffectual federation and 
Gompers’ was elected president, an office which he 
held, excepting in the year 1895, until his death last 
December. His salary at first was $1000 a year. 
The A. F. of L. now owns a seven-story building 
in Washington, but its first office was a little room 
of Cigarmakers’ Local Union No. 144. 

The furniture was makeshift, consisting of a 
kitchen table brought from the Gompers home, and 
a box for the president to sit on. -His second son, 
Henry, was office boy, and used a -thild’s desk, which 
had belonged to the president’s daughter, Rose. 
Henry also sat on a box. They used home-made 
files: Letters were. written in longhand, and in 
the same way they wrote addresses on wrappers for 
the paper published by the Federation. Money was 
scarce. Sometimes, says Gompers, they.had to go. 
out and borrow a little ink, until they could afford ° 
to buy-a new bottle. When Gompers died he was 
head of an organization of more than 3,000,000 
wage earners. 

( ;OMPERS writes a chapter about “Presidents I 

Have Known.” The first one he met personally 
was Grant, upon whom a delegation called at the 
White House in behalf of an eight-hour law. 

‘He met Garfield while the latter was in the House 
of Representatives. Gompers became prejudiced be- 
cause of a speech on the railroad strike of 1877, in 
which Garfield declared ‘“‘that the military ought to 
be called out to shoot down workingmen in the 
streets if necessary to restrain them from striking.” 


The labor leader could not forgive such words, 
even after President Garfield had been assassinated. 
Garfield’s body lay in state in Cleveland, during a 
convention of the cigar makers. A motion to ad- 
journ for the day as a mark of respect was opposed 
by Gompers, because the dead man’s counsel had 
ever been against, efforts to right labcy s wrongs, he 
said. The speech created a sensation, and the news- 
papers called Gompers a dangerous my 

“In tater years,”’ he confesses, “I came to a better 
understanding of the respect due to an office that 
represents an ideal,’ irrespective of the occupant’s 
personality. ‘ 

Of Roosevelt the labor chief says: 

“I accepted him as a friend with brain, sympathy 
and willingness to serve, and he believed in me and 
at times accepted my advice and acted upon it. Our 
relations were of the most cordial and confidential 
character. Frequently he talked very bad Holland 
Dutch to me.” 

Taft, to whom Gompers had given the name of 
“Father of Injunctions,” he found on acquaintance 
to be “one of the most genial and likable men I 
have ever met. Repeatedly, I found myself wishing 
he had never entered the legal profession, for legal 
training, I believed, -hampered a mind that was 
otherwise constructive and clear.”

We had not gone 
more than a quarter of a mile before we were look- 
ing back gratefully to that detention, for a shell 
from «a Big Bertha landed in the middle of the 
narrow road, about 50 yards in front of us. 

“It made a crater fully 20 feet in diameter and 
fully six feet deep. The explosion. and the bricks 
and dirt killed Chinese workmen, two women and 
some children. It was the first sheil that had been 
shot into Dunkirk for 30 days.” 


Gompers emerges from his autobiography as & 
combination of humanitarian and battler, student 
and man of action, conservative and defier of court 
jnjunctions. Epigrams reflect it. “There is noth- 
jng I like better than to meet people, and feel that 
good comradeship that comes from mutual under- 
standing and liking,’’ he says in one place. In an- 
other: “My life has been fought out along the prin- 
ciples expressed by ‘Lay on, MacDuff, and damned 
be he who first cries, “Hold enough.” ’” Again: 
“There is ‘no more demoralizing theory than that 
which imputes all human evils to capitalism or any 
other single agency.”
